meeting of the Council in February 1921 a resolution was moved by 


Mr. Surendra Nath Mallik, recommending the appointment of a committee of 
_ twenty members of the Couneil to report. what retrenchments im the expen- 


diture of the various departments of Government could safely and usefully be 
made. This resolution was withdrawn after a discussion during which it was 
suggested that it was premature to siart a general retrenchment enquiry — 
before the Council had had an opportunity of considering the budget, and 
while the question of a revision of the financial settlement we sll 
under the consideration of the Government of India and of the Secretary — 
of State. It was, however, stated that the local Government, recognized 
the right of the Council to demand the fullest information regarding the 
details of public expenditure, and an undértaking was given that if the 
Council, after the conclusion of the budget debate, expressed a desire for 
further examipation of the financial provision made for any department, 
Government would endeavour to meet its wishes. | 

2. That policy has been steadily pursued during the past year. In July 
1921 Government aecepted a resolution for the appointment of a committee 
of the Council to. enquire into the Police administration with a view to 
effecting a reduction of expenditure without impairing efficiency, and in 
August another committee was appointed at the request of the Council to 
consider the possibility of abolishing the posts of Divisional Commissioners. 
Neither of these committees has yet succeeded in arriving at any conclusion 
on the problems set before it. In September, the decision of the Government 
of India to limit the revision of the financial settlement to a remission for - 
three years of the provincial contribution of 63 lakhs compelled a further 
anxious reconsideration of the financial position in connection with the 
framing of the budget for the current year. Every department of Government 
underwent rigid scrutiny, and provision for all schemes which” were not of 
imperative urgency was excluded from the estimates. In this mannera 
saving of over Rs. 70.lakhs was effected, but Government and, the Council 
were still faced with a deficit of over a crore of rupees between income 
and expenditure, which it was necessary to cover by the imposition of new 
taxation. The Council after prolonged discussion accepted the necessity, 
but the possibility of effecting further retrenchments was a subject which 
naturally loomed large in the last budget debates. In December another 
resolution for the appoifitment of a general retrenchment committee 
was withdrawn on an undertaking being given that the departmental 
budgets would be placed before the Standing Committees for scrutiny. This 
undertaking was duly observed, but the Standing Committees, far from 
suggesting retrenchments, in most cases recommended an increase _in the 
departmental budget provisions. In the course of the general budget’ dis- 
cussions, dissatisfactién was expressed with the result of the enquiries of the 
Standing Committees, and several members urged the necessity for a 
retrenchment enquiry of a wider nature tham has hitherto been undertaken. — 


8, The Governor in Council, with the concurrence of the Ministers, has 


decided that the time has come when the request should be acceded to. An — 
authoritative decision as to the possibility of retrenchment isnecessary in the 
interests of Government no less than for thé satisfaction of the public. The’ **: 
resources of the local Government, even when augmented by the taxation to — 


which the Council has recently agreed , will leave only a small surplus after 
providing for the needs of the ‘administration _ on the standards hitherto 
_ accepted, and it is evident that unless considerable retrenchments can be 


effected in the present - scale of expenditure, it will be ithout = 
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as Pa ar i. His Excellency in Council has accordingly decided bo appoint a com- 


- “ nittee to consider what retrenchments, if any, are possible in the existing 


-gcale of expenditure of the Government of Bengal. That scale has been reached 


» by a gradual development over a long period of years, and covers a number of 


activities of varying degrees of relative necessity. It has always been con-" 
sidered, and it will be generally agreed, that it is the elementary duty ofa 
provincial Government to provide the establishments required for the magis- 
tracy , the law courts, the police, the jails, the collection of the revenue. 
‘and so forth, though opinions may differ as to the amount which it is 
necessary to spend on these essential functions of the administration, or as 
to the nature of the staff which should be employed on them. But a modern 
Government cannot confine its functions to the maintenance of law and 
order. It must also undertake the duty of providing for the improvement of 
public health, the advancement of education, the introduction of improved 
agricultural methods, and other similar matters affecting the daily life 
and prosperity of the vast mass of the population. ‘The ability of Government 
to further such objects must, however, be limited by the resources which 
are available, or which can be made available without imposing an undue 
burden of taxation upon the country. . 

5. The accompanying memorandum and statements classify in some 
detail under various heads the expenditure of the Government of Bengal 
provided in the budget for 1922-23 which was voted by the Council last 
March. As already stated, the budget was rigorously curtailed and contains 
no new schemes. It may therefore be taken to represent what the various 


departments consider to” be their minimum requirements for carrying, on 


their work on existing lines, and will thus forma good basis for the commit- 


tee’s enquiries. Further statements are being prepared for presentation to 
the committee showing the strength of the various services and the manner in 
which their members are employed, and the committee will also be supplied 
with memoranda comparing the strength and rates of pay of the services in 
1912 with those of the present day, and explaining the growth of the local 
Government's expenditure during the last five years. It is hoped that these 
atatements will suffice to enable the committee to decide on the lines of their 
investigation, and all departments have been instructed to supply them with 
any further information or explanations that they may require. 

@. The Governor in Council desires the committee to make recom- 
mendations for effecting all possible reductions in the expenditure of the local 
Government. He wishes to leave the committee a free hand in their enquiries, 
but there are certain points on which he would welcome specific recommenda- 
tions. ‘These are— 


(1) Assuming that the budget for 1922-23 provides for functions 
which it is necessary, or desirable, that the local Government 
should undertake, could they be carried out ata smaller cost. ? 

(2) Having regard to the present financial position and outlook. is it 
desirable that any of these functions should be omitted or 

- curtailed ? 

(3) If, in order to meet popular demands for larger expenditure on 
education, sanitation, agriculture, and other similar purposes, 
it is decided to Satastake a greater expansion of the activities 
of Government than has hitherto been possible, would it be 
desirable to relieve provincial revenues by devolving financial 
powers and responsibilities on local bodies ? 


It may be that the committee's enquiries will lead them to recommend 


changes of policy. The decision as to the action to be taken on such recom- 


mendations must rest with the local Government, but the Governor in 
Qouncil does not wish to limit im any way the scope of the committee's 


investigation, and it will:be open to them td indicate the economies which 


might | effected if particular policies were adopted, modified, or abandoned.

2. Under headquarters’ expenditure has been shown all expenditure that 

ean legitimately be considered such, and it includes, in addition to the cost 

of the Secretariat, the cost of heads of departments and their establishments. 


Officers whose headquarters are at Calcatta, but whose duties lie mainly out | : 


of Calcutta, or who are not a part of the headquarters staff of Government, 
have been treated as mufassal officers. In each statement the figures have 
been shown under eight different heads. The establishment charges have 
‘been divided between Imperial, provincial, subordinate, an@ ministerial 
officers, and the charges on account of pension, allowances. and contingencies 
have similarly been shown separately. Under non-establishment charges is 
included. all expenditure of a non-establishment character which does not 
properly fall under any of the other seven heads, and which is incurred in 
carrying out the policies of the administrative depurtments. 

Perhaps the most noticeable feature of these figures is that, whereas 
the mufassal charges amount to 894 per cent. of the total provincial 
expenditure, the headquarters charges amount to only 8d per cent.

In female scholars the 
gain of Hindus and Muhammadans were 59 and 2°1 of their total female 
school population.

Education of special classes. 


97. As in previous years the Nawab Bahadur’s Institution at Murshida- . 
bad, which is managed by the Department, was the only institution specially 
intended for the education of boys of aristocratic family, ‘Twenty-six boys of 
the Nizamat family were pupils here. The institution cost Rs. 3,596 against 
Rs. 3,776 of the year before. | oe] 

98. Although the economic stress continues, the zeal of the lower 
classes—the Pods and Namasudras particularly—to raise themselves in the 
social scale through education continues unabated. The progress of pupils 
belonging to backward classes in the different stages of education is described 
in the followang paragrapha. 

| In the district of 24-Parganas, more than 60 per cent. of the pupils of 
backward classes come from the Pod community ; and of 38 lower primary 
scholarships 12 were won by Pod boys. In Jessore: 27 primary schools, 
chiefly for Namasudras, have been established by the society for the im- 
provement of backward classes. An equal number of middle and primary 
schools for Namasudras exists in the district of Khulna. In Calcutta 4 
schools for Chamar, Dom, and Mehtar children were maintained by the 
Salvation Army. The Wesleyan Mission and the Church Missionary Society 
controlled 2 dnd 6 such schools. About 740 pupils of the depressed classes 
received instruction in ordinary schools along with children of other com- 
munities. : 

The Mission training school at Sarenga in Bankura for Sonthal teachers 
worked well. The number of primary schools for aborigines, viz., Sonthals. 
Mundas, Oraons and Kaoras was 270. Besides these there were 2° middle 
schools for boys and 2 for girls conducted by Missionary bodies. ‘The society 
for the improvement of the depressed classes subsidised 17 schools including 
a middle English school in Burdwan. 

The school for the children of fishermen at Betuail in Dacca did not 
prove a success. Its grant of Rs. 216 a year has been transferred to a new 
school started at Bhitichandi. In addition to 3 schools for fishermen, viz., 
Rohitpur, Paragaon-Matabpur and Vitichandi, a free primary night school 
has been opened at Kayetpara, There were 8 free schools for Muchis and 
17 schools for Namasudras inthe Dacea district. In the district of Mymen- 
singh 1 Middle English and 58 primary schools including 12 for girls existed 
specially for the depressed classes. There were 2 schools for Bunias in 
Faridpur. The District Board, Bakarganj, maintained 12 primary schools 
in the colonisation area of the Sundarbans where free tuition, higher stipends 
and special scholarships were offered; 3 middle, 3 upper primary and 11 
lower primary scholarships were secured by depressed class pupils in the 
Dacea Division. The Depressed. Classes Mission aided and supervised a 
number of primary schools in Dacca and Faridpur and supported 3 middle 

_ English schools in the Dacca district. : 
ong The Government High school at Rangamati and_ the training 
classes at Rangamati and Chandraghona were attended chiefly by aboriginal 
boys. The unaided high English school at Ramu also taught Magh boys. 
There were 3 schools—2 for boys and 1 for girls—for Doms in the Chittago 
district. There were 4 Tipra schools in the district of Tippera. Nowlch % 
had two lower primary schools for backward classes.
